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SECOND visit to this 
does ‘not dispel the idea that it is, on 
the whole, an improvement upon its pre- 
decessors of recent years. No picture pre- 
dominates to any very great extent, but there 
is an unusually high proportion of good and 
interesting works. There is also, as we have 
remarked before, a monstrous iment of 
‘ery ordinary paintings whose sole virtue lies 
in their pro sag oí workmanship in very 
commonplace media. Something of the sort, 
of course, must be expected in an Academy 
of three hundred and fifty exhibits, exclusive 
of sculpture and miniatures 
There is no “picture of the year ” at the 
present exhibition—from the hand, at least, 
Even those who are 
accustomed to startle have refrained on this 
occasion. Mr. Jack Yeats, the expected 
mystery man, is represented by, two small 
exhibits, which compensate for their smaliness 
by the wealth of paint that has been lavished 
vpon them. There is no problem in them: 
the problem lies rather in Mr. Yeats himself. 
In other words, one is not impelled to ask: 
‘What do these pictures mean?!” but, 
‘What does Mr. Yeats mean by painting 
them?” They represent something quite 
different from any: of his former work— 
something more superficial and something less 
valuable. From a distance they are riots cf 
colour. Coming closer, ope perceives the 
form and design of the whole; closer still, one 
picks out a myriad host of tiny, but highly 
significant, details. Jt is difficult to see why 
Mr. Yeats should have adopted this foreign 
technique: in “ A Sea Town” (30). The 
reason is obvious in the case of “ Reverie” 
(23), where the whirl of tints does at least 
produce the impression desired ; yet, for some 


curious reason, it is a less satisfying picture

than the other. 

Sir John Lavery’s ‘‘Les Salons Privées— 
Monte Carlo ” (26) hangs close at hand. It 
does not represent Sir John Lavery’s best 
work, or anything like it. It is gorgeous, 
panoramic, packed with colour and detail, 
intensely interesting, but lacking in life. It 
shouts across the room to come and see; one 
comes immediately; one looks and sees 
different things in the deep picture for hours, 
and goes away, sated, without any desire to 
come and see again. The Hanging Committee 
showed wisdom when it placed Mr. Frank 
McKelvey’s ** A Bye Road—Co, Antrim” (34) 
and Mr. Dermod O’Brien’s ' Flowers of 
Literature ” (28) at a near distance. 

The end wall of Gallery I. contains a lot 
of good stuff, from Miss Helen Yates 
‘“Connting the Stitches’’ (47) to Mr. eee $ 
Lamb’s ‘‘ A Connemara Woman “ (53), anda, 
particularly, ‘‘Nuac,”’ by Mr. Sean O'Sullivan 
(51). The large and pale canvas by Mr. 
Otway McConnell, ‘ Lyric ’’ (50) is full of 
exquisite drawing, but unexciting. Round 
the corner, the first exhibit to strike the eye 
is a magnificent nude, ‘‘ Panther Lily,” by 
Mr. David N. Inglis (114). This is one of the 
most carefully executed works in the whole 
Academy—if, indeed, it is not the most care- 
fully executed of all—and its type has not 
been seen there for a long time. hree other 
fine and Warge pictures grace this room. We 
have referred in a former article to Mr. 
John Keating's “Mrs. Donal O'Sullivan ” 
(151). “There is also ‘‘ Mariage de Conven- 
ance’’ (139) by the same hand. “AS 
many prophecies to the contrary, Mr. 
Keating’s hand has not lost its cunning, 
though it is still a question when he will cease 
to dwarf his otherwise strong and clearly 
limned figures. Mr. Maurice McGonigal 1s 
represented best by a large decoration, 
“Galway ” (198), wherein the statuesque 
posing of the figures is a feature of the exhibi- 
tion. It is in connection with this picture, 
by the way, that the Hanging Committee has 
made its one grievous error, by flanking it 
on either side with two paintings in fiercely 
discordant tones. The result is unfair to the 
three concerned. 

Space forbids treatment of the multitudinous 
landscapes, seascapes and still lifes. There 
are, as usual, far too many of them, and 
they are, on the whole, good, although at 
least fifty per cent. of them would be enough 
to hang. Of the still lifes, two are particu- 
larly worthy of notice—Miss Mollie Maguire’s 
"“ Still Life ’’ (154) deserves all the praise that 
it can get; and Miss Elizabeth T. Reynolds's 
““Primulas ” has all the virtue of an un- 
usual technique—a rare virtue for the 
Academy. 

SLINGS AND ARROWS. 

In regard to the criticism that has been 
levelled against the Academy of late by the 
‘vounger’’ artists, it is neither a new 
erfticism nor a particularly ¢valid one. It is 
true that the Academy has made little effort 
to encourage the young idea; but it is equally 
true that a national academy does not cxist 
for the purpose oí giving encouragement to 
unfledged work. lis business is to exhibit 
exactly what it considers the best work of 
the year, irrespective of the genre, the age 
of the painter, or of his need for encourage- 
ment. Here and there, perhaps, it may make 
a departure from this policy, but such 
departures. of necessity, must be rare. Our 
only criticism against the Royal Hibernian 
Academy is that it does not exercise its 
power of selection with sufficient sternness. 
if, instead of the three hundred and fifty 
paintings hung this year, it had confined its 
selection to one hundred, the general level 
would have been remarkably high. In point 
of fact, the elder painters usublly are the 
better, but, as things are, the young 
paintérs have a grievance in that an excess 
of technically excellent, but intrinsically dull, 
work 1s hung to the exclusion of their own

Al Smoker's Paradise. 


Curiously enough, I rarely hear a 
smoker grumble about the exorbitant 
price of cigarettes and tobacco. He seems 
quite content to pay the standard prices, 
and, in fact, looks with suspicion upon 
lower prices as an indication of lower 
quality. 

A few days ago I met a friend who has 
come home on a holiday from Brazil. 
“ Out in Rio,” he said, “ where every- 
thing is taxed except fresh air and 
tobacco, I can buy the choicest cigarettes 
—beautifully packed—at eightpence for 
five hundred. Cigars which are worth 
half-a-crown or more here, can be bought 
for twopence out there.” Having thus 
pictured a smoker’s Paradise for me, he 
added: “ I could send you any amount, 
if you thought it worth while, but the 
tax on five hundred cigarettes is twenty- 
five shillings, while twenty-two shillings 
is paid for one hundred cigars.’’ I fore- 
bore to accept the offer.

Bantry Bay. 


The recent invitations to the British

An old sailor, whom I met down there a 
few days ago when on a short motor tour 
of the Sonth, told me of the joyful scenes 
occasioned by the visits of the Fleet in the 
vears hefore the War. In the cold light 
of the morning the warships wonld proceed 
fifteen miles out to sea, and even at that 
distance out the whole countryside would 
reverberate because of the firing practice, 
so much so that the windows of the hotels 
of Glengariff had to be opened. lest they 
should shatter to pieces. In the evening. 
when the ships returned to the bay, there 
were dances and every kind of amusement 
for the officers and men, and people came 
from all over the countgy to inspect the 
vessels lying in. Bantry, indeed, was a 
gay place ; money was circulating, and the 
surrounding districts profited. One can 
well understand why the Fleet is asked to 
come back. The officers and men, too, it 
is. felt, would much prefer the warm

This morning I had a letter from a 
friend in the United States, who has made 
a great success of a somewhat novel pro- 
fession which she undertook some years 
ago, at a time when she could find no other 
remunerative work. It takes her to all 
parts of the vast country, and brings her 
as well to some of the most interesting 
functions in Europe. 

“I have had a very interesting and 
successful winter, and have been all over 
the United States. I have done some work 
for the Theatre Guild, some for the Civic 
Repertory Theatre in Hollywood, and a 
good deal independently for myself. While 
in California I met some very nice and 
very rich women, and casually mentioned 
to them that I would like to go on a

Primrose Dav. 


The Primrose Day celebrations, which 
take place in England to-day, are strictly 
in memory of Lord Beaconsfield, and seem 
to have originated in a series of accidental 
happenings. No one associated the prim- 
rose with the Conservative statesman :n 
any particular way until Queen Victoria 
sent a wreath of yellow blossoms for his 
cofin, inscribed: ‘‘ His favourite flower.’’ 
The word “ his,” as many believe, re- 
ferred not to “ Dizzy,’’ but to the Prince 
Consort. At all events, on the day when 
the Beaconsfield statue was unveiled in 
the House of Commons all Conservative 
members wore primroses. The fact moved 
Sir Henry Drummond Woolf to suggest 
to. Lord Randolph Churchill: ‘‘ Let ns 
form a Primrose League.’’ The idea was 
quickly taken up, and the famous 
organisation, which makes the anniversary 
of Beaconsfield its gala day, came into 
being. 


Children’s Colour Preferences. 


I see that an exhaustive series of experi- 
ments has been carried out recently to 
determine what colours the greater mass 
of children really enjoy. Such tests, they 


say, tend to show what colours and colour 
combinations should be used in children’s 
toys, clothing and bedrooms for the 
greater ease and comfort of their liitle 
spirits.

HE Lord Mayor of Belfast (Sir Crawford

LOSSES. 


FLOOD HAVOC IN 
LONGFORD, 


- 


From Our Own CoRresPoNDENT. 
n LUNGFORD, Friday. 
HE serious lJosscs oufiered by a very 
ib large number of farmers in County 
Longford through the flooding of their 
lands—meadow, grazing, and tillage, aud in 
a number of cases their ‘houses—by the 
rivers Shannon, Camlin, Binn, and tribu- 
taries, were stressed last night at a meeting 
of those affected. The meeting was held 
in the Council Chamber of the Longford 
Courthouse, 

Mr. T. P. O'Reilly, Creevy, Granard, pre- 
sided. Mr. M. P. Connolly, T.D., was 
present, 

Mr. David Sheeran, of  Fisherstown, 
Clondra, said that eighteen acres of his 117- 
acre farm were flooded at several periods 
ausually, and he lost half the produce of 
the flooded area every year. Last year he 
lost fifteen tons of hay, which represented 
a loss of £35. 

THREAT TO CATTLE. 

Witness also gave evidence regarding the 
160- acre farm of Miss Brennan, in the same 
district, who had sixty-acres flooded., When 
the floods subsided the land was useless for 
grazing, and she had to keep her cattle away 
from it owing to the dangers of fluke and 
red water. 

Joseph Maguire, Fisherstown, had fifteen 
acres of his.120-acre farm flooded every year 
periodically, and when the floods came in 
harvest he lost the hay, grass, or crops 
on it. He said that several other farmers 
in that area along the Shannon suffered 
similarly every year. 

John Hall, Tully, who said shat he lived 
three miles from the Shannon, stated that 
four acres of his thirty-acre farm were flooded 
every year for several months. 

Michael Dennigan, Ballyminion, said that 
there were sixty acres of his 120-acre farm 
flooded for seven months of the year. He 
estimated his losses at £200 a vear. His 
cattle died from fluke. 

“I have often to ride my horse through 
the water at great risk to myself,’’ he said, 
‘to save the cattle from being swept away 
hy the floods.’’ 

POTATO CROP LOST. 

Patrick Norton said that his ‘ttle farm of 
six acres was often all flooded. He lost his 
potatoe crop by the floods last year 
' Francis Kearney stated that for several 
months he was obliged to keep his cows tied 
in until they were nearly starved. 

Edward Boyd, Clonmore, said that twenty- 
five acres of his sixty-five acre farm were 
flooded almost continuously. On several 
occasions he lost forty cocks of hav by the 
floods. His cattle suffered from red water 
and fluke as a result of the floods. 

Several other witnesses gave evidence of the 
flooding as it affected their dwellings, and 
some had to leave their homes and farms 
altogether.

T is now learned that while the dance in 
| honour of President Cosgrave was in pro- 

_ gress at Playfair Hall, Clonmel, last 
Tuesday night an attempt was made to cut 
off the electric current. to the.town, with the 
apparent object of plunging the hall in dark- 
ness during the festivities. The attempt, 
however, failed. 

The alarm hooter in the transformer station 
at Clashininsk, some distance from the town, 
sounded, and the men on duty there were 
made aware of the interruption. The inter- 
ruption also was detected by the Electricity 
Supply Board engineers at Ardnacrusha 
through a similar hooter there, and they 
communicated with the power station at Clon- 
mel, but the matter already was being 
attended to. 

At the time of the interference a cin 
flash of light illuminated the sky in the 
vicinity of Clonmel. 

It appears that close on midnight the high 
tension line carrying electric current between 
Cahir and Clonmel was pulled down in a 
field at Derrygrath, some four miles from 
Clonmel, the party responsible being evi- 
dently under the impréssion that this would 
result in the stoppage of the lighting of 
Clonmel, and that of Playfair Hall flow 
ever, there was only a slight dimming of the 
a at the moment of interference. 

e officials at Clonmel Power Station set 
to work at once, and succeeded in maintain- 
ing the supply of current. Later they 
proceeded to 5 Ate where they found a 
wire rope. spanner thrown over the live wire, 
which was cut, and had fallen to the ground. 
Those responsible for the outrage ran, 
probably unknowingly, a great risk of death 
or serious injury, for the force of the current 
was so strong that, when the electric wire 
fell to the ground, the earth was torn up for 
a distance of a hundred yards.

Fenton, of J13 Walsh road, Drumcondra, 
Dublin, petitioned for a divorce from her 
husband, Thomas. Fenton, and asked for the 
custody of the only child of the marriage, 
Fileen, who was born in 1927. The parties 
were married in Mount Melleray Abbey. 
Cappoquin, Co. Waterford, and had lived 
together in County Cork. 

Mr. Binchy, K.C.. and Mr. Corbett (in. 
stiucted by Messrs. Daniel Purcell and Sons) 
appeared for the petitioner; and Mr. T.

When the case was called it was an 
nounced that a settlement had been under 
discussion, and counsel requested the assist 
ance of Mr. Justice Hanna, so that an ar- 
rangement might be come to between th 
parties. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he would be 
only too pleased to do what he could to 
bring the parties together, and he invited 
counsel on both sides to discuss the matter in 
his chamber. The petitioner and the respon- 
dent. also attended in the judge’s chamber, 
where the parties conferred for almost two 
hours. 

Subsequently, in court, Mr. Justice Hanna 
said that the time that had been occupied in 
endeavouring to bring aboat a settlement of 
this unfortunate case between these two 
young people had been well spent, and he 
was glad to say that, with the assistance of 
eounsel and the reasonable attitude of the 
husband and wife towards each other, it had 
been possible to find a solution which, he 
hoped, would prove to be satisfactory.

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THE RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


LETTER FROM MR. JELLETT, K.C. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—As the Free State Government has 
recently announced its intention to introduce 
legislation abolishing the right of appeal to 
His Majesty in Council, it is essential that 
the position in reference to this important 
matter. should be clearly understood and 
appreciated. This constitutional right (sub- 
ject to the granting by the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Frivy Council of leave to 
appeal) is inherent in every subject within 
the Dommions and Colonies’ of the British 
Empire, and, in the case of the Irish Free 
State, is further emphasised by the “act 
that its existence is an essential condition 
of the Treaty on which the whole structure 
of the Irish Free State is based, and by the 
further fact that, by express Free State 
rata any law made under the Constitu- 
ion which is in any respect re ant to 
the Treaty is made ebesbetaly valli end in- 
operative.

Imports from Northern 
Ireland are down by £92,092, and exports 
by £179,390. Imports from all other 
countries are down by approximately 
£360,000, and exports to those countries 
by £736,000. 

The foreign countries from which an in- 
crease of imports. is noticed include 
France, Switzerland, Denmark “and 
Poland. Increased c ports are shown to 
Belgium, France, Spain, - Italy 
Switzerland. 


THE TRACTOR INDUSTRY. 

The most remarkable fall in exports is 
to Russia, to which in the two months in 
1930 the exports were valued at £199,223, 
but this year the valuation is only £1,276. 
Other countries which show reductions in 
exports are Newfoundland, from £28,305 
to £92; Turkey, £7,524 to £579; Morocco, 
£2,901 to £523. 

Of imports, the most notable variations 
include bacon and hams, £221,100, which 
in the two months of 1930 were £307,154 ; 
pigs’ heads, £11,863, which in 1930 were 
£5,491. Butter fell from £129,682 to 
£100,394; wheat from £307,539 to 
£238,097. Barley increased from £922 to 
£69,884. Maize fell from £307,130 to 
£276,107, and wheaten flour from £416,283 
t> £250,607; sugar from £129,767 to 
£84,356 ; unstemmed tobacco from £111,037 
to £48,386 ; household coal from £385,967 
to £357,779, and steam coal from £106,840 
to £65,856. . 

There was an inc:.ase in value of im- 
ported touring m¢‘:: cars from £197,422 
in the two months to £276,000, and in com- 
mercial vehicles from £37,936 to £39,143 ; 
while in motor tractor parts the value fel] 
from £224,771 to £20,337. 


TEXTILES AND BOOTS. 

Among textiles there was a reduction in 
cotton piece goods from £186,990 to 
£152,992 ; in woollen and worsted yarns 
from £61,771 to £48,026, and in woollen 
and worsted tissues from £142,257 to 
£150,187. In imported boots and shoes 
there was a falling off both in numbers 
and values: The value last year was 
£228,709, and this year £202,010. There 
was comparatively little change in the 
values of other tariffed goods imported. 

Petroleum lamp oil fell from £101,555 to 
£60,354, and petroleum motor spirit from 
£181,384 to , 054. 

Of the exports, cattle (including fat, 
store, milch cows and springers, and 
calves) showed a falling off from 
£2,339,434 to £2,152,913. Sheep and 
lambs and poultry showed a small increase, 
but pigs and horses were down. Fresh 
beef and veal fell from £18,922 to £3,759, 
and bacon and hams from £310,779 to 


£225,71C to £263,049. Salmon and trout 
rose from £8,651 to £14,904, and shell- 
fish showed a small increase.

‘The 
fishermen of Howth knew him well as anxious 
for their well-being. He was charitable, His 
personal benefactions were known only to the 
recipients, while he was a generous subscriber 
to relief funds and to every public movement 
with which he identified himself. 

Professor Culverweil was a staunch supporter 
of the Church of Ireiand, He especially took an 
active interest in the Church’s material 
affairs. Unlike many <éavants, Professor 


politics. He took an earnest part in the 
opposition to Gladstone’s Home Rule Bill. 
He was a leading member of the Lrish Unionist 
Alliance. An active participant in its cam- 
paigns, he yet favoured the devolution idea 
as advocated by Sir Horace Plunkett. He 
subscribed to, and associated himself with, the 
establishment and progress of the Irish Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society and the United 
Irish Women, 


A FEARLESS ADVOCATE. 

Professor Culverwell’s name became best 
known by his habit of public expression 
through the Press. The columns of the /rish 
Times were the frequent witnesses of his 
advocacy of the causes with which he was 
identified. He wrote temperately, but, 
actuated by purely intellectual conviction, he 
often disregarded political, personal or other 
influences, and concerned himself only with 
the statement of his case. He was fearless 
in attitude towards any matter which moved 
him. He vigorously condemned outrages 
which marked the revolutionary movement, 
and he wrote a personal and sympathetic ex- 
pression of his understanding of the view of 
principle which led Terence MacSwiney to die 
of hunger in Brixton Jail. 

Though a life-long Unionist, when the 
present régume was established in Ireland, F ro- 
fessor Culverwell whole-heartedly recognised 
the fart accompli. He accepted the new order 
of things and assisted in the stabilisation of 
the Free State.

NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR 
IRELAND. 


As a result of two preliminary gatherings 
of those interested in the blind, the first 
committee meeting of the National Council 
for the Welfare of the Blind in Ireland was 
held at the Standard Hotel, Dublin, on Apri 
14th. Besides representatives of institutions 
and societies for the blind the Executive Com- 
mittee includes among its members Miss 
Angela Boland, Dr. T. G. Moorhead, Dr. and 
Mrs. J. 8. Quin and Mr. Denis Barrett (who 
has consented to act as chairman), with Miss 
A. 8. Armitage as hon. secretary, pro. tem., 
and Dr. Quin as hon. treas. -er. 

Amongst the aims and scope of the new 
society are promoting the welfare of the blind 
generally, and especially by intercourse and 
co-operation among all agencies responsible 
for and interested in the welfare of the blind; 
the formation of local committees for the 
welfare of the blind; the provision of home 
visitors to visit, to teach and instruct the 
blind; endeavouring to procure a market for 
the sale of work produced by the blind, 
whether in institutions or in their own homes, 
and maintaining the independence of the 
blind by helping them to become, as far as 
possible, self-supporting.

town road, was returned for trial at the Rath- 
farnham District Court yesterday. There were 
also charges of dangerus- driving, and of 
being drunk in charge of the ‘bus. 

Sergeant English, Civic Guard, Clondalkin, 
gave evidence that on the evening of the Ist 
ult. he saw the body of Kathleen a nla lying 
on the road at Fox and Geese. Near by, he 
saw what appeared to be two marks of a skid 
of a motor car, and some broken glass. He 
saw the defendant at 8 p.m. and asked him 
to remove the body to the licensed premises 
of Mrs. Farren. 

After experiencing some difficulty, the defen- 
dant started the ’bus. The witness told him 
to reverse the ‘bus, and a few minutes after- 
wards Kenny asked him what he wanted him 
to do. He then noticed that the defendant 
was intoxicated and smelt strongly of drink. 
Kenny was unable to reverse the "bus to 
where the body lay, and it was subsequently 
carried to the ’bus and brought to Mrs. Far- 


ren’s. 
ON WRONG SIDE 

He then told the defendant that he would 
take him to the barrack, and warned him to 
drive slowly. Kenny went over to the right 
hand side of the road and drovs along on 
that side. The witness told him to drive 
on his proper side, but on three occasions 
before they reached Clondalkin, Kenny 
went over on his wrong side. 

They réached the barrack at 8.20, when 
the witness telephoned Dr. Ryan, who, how- 
ever, was out. He told the defendant that 
a charge of manslaughter would be made 
against him, and that he need not make any 
statement. 

The defendant then made a statement, to 
the effect that near Redcow a tramway ‘bus 
bu and he saw two figures come out 

hind the 'bus. One of them—he could not 
say whether a man or a woman—was struck 
by the ‘bus. He pulled up within ten yards, 

The witness asked the defendant to name 
any doctor in the city, so that he might ring 
him up on the telephone. Kenny named 
two doctors, but the witness could not get 
them to come out. 

Shortly afterwards two sons of the accused 
man came to the barrack, and Kenny then 
became so violent that he had to put him in 
the cell. 

Later on Dr. Olive Fair, of Inchicore, calied 
at the barrack and examined the accused man. 

On the following day the witness examined 
the bus, and found the brakes and steering 
gear in perfect. working order. 

In further evidence Sergeant English said 
that he was on duty at Clondalkin between 
6.30 and 7 o'clock on the night of the 
accident. He saw Kenny in Mr. Healy’s 
licensed premises in company with another 
man, who, he afterwards found, was a pas- 
senger on the ‘bus. 

SIGNS OF DRINK. 

In reply to Mr. D. Johnston (instructed by 
Messrs. Hoey and Denning, solicitors), who 
defended, the witness said that when he first 
saw the defendant he did not notice any 
signs of drink on him. The only test to 
which he submitted the defendant was the 
one of driving the "bus to Clondalkin. On 
that journey the only sign of intoxication 
that Kenny showed was that of driving on 
the wrong side of the road. 

In reply to the Justice, Sergeant English 
said that, if there had been no accident and 
he met the accused man in charge of the 
‘bus, he did not think that he would have 
arrested him. It was when he was with him 
in the “bus that he concluded that Kenny 
was intoxicated. 

Guard Breen, Clondalkin, said that he 
spoke to the defendant in the barrack, and 
thought that he was ‘‘slightly incoherent in 
his speech.” — 

Guard Foran, Clondalkin, said that on the 
evening of the lst March he saw a man and 
a woman lying injured on the road at Fox 
and Geese. h man, who said that he was 
Dr. Farrell, of Bagenalstown, told him that 
the woman was dead. A "bus came up, and 
the driver on ba. ant ae : Se 
was man w n A e 
dcwn. The witness was putting the injured 
man into a motor éar to take him to hospital 
when the defendant said that he would come 
also. On.the way the witness noticed a 
smell of drink from him. They drove back 
from the hospital to Fox and Geese, when 
té de handed Kenny over to Sergeant 
English. 
” WOMAN DOCTOR'S TESTS. 

Dr. Olive Fair, Inchicore, said that she 
examined the defendant at Clondalkin 
Barrack at 10.20 on the night of the Ist of 
March, and found his condition quite normal. 
He walked in a straight line, and his pupils 
were normal. She gave him some set phrases, 
such as * British constitution,’’ and as a 
result of her examination she came to the 
conclusion that he was quite sober. 

In reply to Superintendent O’Reilly, the 
witness said that the accused man could not 
have been drunk at 7 o’clock when he was 
perfectly sober at 10.20. 

Mr. Seameten suggested that there was not 
sufficient evidence to send the accused man 
for trial, and asked the justice to refuse in- 
formations. Superintendent O'Reilly asked 
to have Kenny returned for trial. 

The Justice (Mr. Reddin) pointed out that 
there were three charges against the accused 
man—one of manslaughter, one of negligent 
ériving, and one of being drunk in charge 
of a ‘bus. He had to consider whether 
Kenny was guilty of criminal neligence, and 
ha found that a prima facie case had been 
made. He accerdingly returned him for trial 
on the three charges, allowing him out on 
bail, himself in £50 and one surety of £50. 

The Justice complimented Sergeant English 
en the manner in which he had given his 
evidence. It was, he said, an example as to 
how evidence should be given in court.

SUGGESTED CHANGE IN 
FISCAL POLICY.

In his address at the annual general 
meeting yesterday, Sir James Lithgow, 
President of the Federation of British In- 
dustries, said :—-“ Where Government policy 
impinges uron the prosperity of British 
industry, those who have adopted politics 
and governinent as a profession should seek 
and act upon the advice of those who have 
made the conduct of industry their life's 
work.” 

Sir James said that the report which the 
Grand Council adopted at its special meeting 
in March, taken in conjunction with the 
prior repcrt issued by the Federation, pro- 
vided a complete survey of the present ills 
affecting British industry. 

“This “report urged*a~change’ in fiscal 
nolicy in order to preserve many industries 
from actual extinction and to develop con- 
fidence in ability to keep plant running at 
steady and full capacity. Industrial re 
organisation on a large scale was urged, and 
the labour position was = in these terms. 
The present position is. that in some trades 
the labour output is excellent for a standard 
of remuneration which does not put us out 
of world markets. In other trades the output 
is entirely at variance with the traditions of 
British workmen, while the remuneration is 
out of all proportion either to output or to 
the standards of other countries. Over all 
there is the deadening influence of the dole— 
a pauperising influence, eating like a canker 
into the character of our people. There is a 
necessity for readjustment of many items of 
national and local expenditure, at least to the 
level of real value, at which they were fixed 
when the pound note was worth less than the 
sovereign. 

Sir James added that “ courage and political 
leadership are required for the legislative 
action necessary to reduce expenditure to 
what the country can afford. Indications 
that the fiscal issue is rapidly passing from 
party politics to industrial and commercial 
statesmanship are the most encouraging sign 
for a return of British prosperity, which I 
can discern to-day.”’
